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N orth Shore staged the children’s 
classic Peter Pan for the 2000 
Spring Musical with a cast of 78 
and crew of more than 25 students. 
At each performance, spirits soared as the audience 
watched the actors take flight and sing. This 
magical musical, from the children’s play by 
James M. Barrie, explores the adventures of Peter, 
a boy who won’t grow up and lives in Never- 
Never Land. Peter teaches the three Darling 
children to fly, and they go on daring adventures 
with his friends Tinker Bell, the Lost Boys, Tiger 
Lily and the wicked pirate Captain Hook. 
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Kate Levine VI and Leigh Cross V0 
sing the “Ugg-a-Wugg” song. 


In staging the production, the directors under¬ 
took the enormous challenge of rigging tracking 
and training actors to fly. In order to do so, 
they retained a Los Angeles-based professional 
production company that has also provided the 
technical expertise for professional productions 
of Peter Pan worldwide, from Broadway to a 
current production in Japan as well as other shows 
including The Wizard of Oz and Fiddler on the Roof. 

In her Director’s note, Lynn Kelso mentions, “In 
the book Peter Pan, written after the play, Jane, 
Wendy’s little daughter, asks her mother, ‘Why 
can’t you fly now, Mother?’ Wendy replies, ‘I am 
grown up, dearest. When people grow up, they 
forget the way.’” Children and adults who still 
imagine, play and have not ‘forgotten the way’ 
come to the story for all the pleasures and magic 
theater brings. Forever young they will be as 
long as their Neverland they see.”

EVERYBODY’S S. OMEBODY AT NORTH SHORE 
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The North Shore Country Day 
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by Julie Hall 


A s we near the end of North Shore’s 

80th year and my 8th - and last year 
- as Head of School, nostalgia seems 
contagious. When I look at the arts 
and science, two areas highlighted in this issue of 
the Acom, I find it fascinating to also look back at 
successes of the past. 

In the 1940’s, an article about the spring musical 
described the “strange malady” that claims the 
school. “The first symptoms are a humming in the 
ears and a tingling in the larynx, followed by a 
buzzing as if of sewing machines in the vicinity of 
the costume room, a hammering and rasping, saw¬ 
like sounds in the shop.” Eventually “the victim 
suddenly finds himself on the stage, singing loudly.” 
The malady metaphor was especially appropriate 
considering that it was “unique” when the cast was 
not handicapped by an epidemic of either measles 
or mumps. 

In the 1960’s, Headmaster Nat French described 
the new Arts Center about to be built, citing 
North Shore as unusual in recognizing long ago 
that experience in art, music, drama and shop was 
an important facet of education. He wrote, “I find 
it very difficult and a little bit embarrassing to try 
to put into words the nature and the value of 
experience in the arts... Perhaps we should be 
content with the observation that mankind can 
be aroused to a high pitch of enjoyment in the 
creation of the beautiful.” He concluded that 
despite the fact that demolition and construction 
would undoubtedly mean “temporary arrangements 
for heat during the last part of the school year” and 
“loss of the use of our kitchen and lunchroom,” 
the rewards would be immeasurably greater than 
the inconvenience. 

In the 1960’s, the School’s annual report described a 
new science course in geology. Students “constructed 
a table some twelve feet long, strong enough to 



hold five hundred pounds 
of sand” and added water 
to simulate the effect of 
moving water “on valley 
formation, river bottom 
deposits, stream meanders 
and deltas.” They also 
learned that North Shore 
was built “on a ridge cut 
into a glacial moraine formed 
when Lake Michigan was 
sixty feet higher than it is today.” 

In 1961, under the direction of beloved teacher 
Will Talley (1943-1972), the physics class 
attempted to build a seismograph, and five years 
later, it was finally completed, despite the fact that 
“conditions in our lab are not ideal for the opera¬ 
tion of this instrument. The seismograph is not 
intended to be set up on a cement floor!”

W Thomas Doar III Named North Shore’s Next Head of School 


B oard President Stuart W Rogers announced on 

February 7 in a letter to the School community that 
W Thomas Doar III will become the next Head of 
School effective July 1, 2000. 

Tom was selected through an extensive national search process 
involving participation of hundreds of members of the school 
community The Search Committee, working with a prominent 
search consultant, took an initial field of m.ore than 100 candidates 
down to 20 and then to six semi-finalists and three finalists, 
conducting dozens of reference interviews for each candidate, 
reviewing hundreds of feedback forms and visiting each of the 
finalists’ schools. 

Tom is currently Director of Admissions at North Shore. 

In addition to this position, he has served as Director of 
Development and Head of the Lower School at North Shore. 
Tom’s independent school experience also includes serving as 
Lower School Principal (grades JK-8) at the Rye Country Day 
School in Rye, NY, and as administrator, teacher and coach at 
The Saint Paul Academy and Summit School in St. Paul, MN. 
Tom has an Ed.M., Private School Leadership, from Teachers 
College, Columbia University, NY., and an M.A., Elementary 
Education, College of St. Thomas, St. Paul, MN. According to 
Stuart Rogers, “Tom Doar’s skills as an educational leader make 
him uniquely qualified to lead this school in the coming years.” 


In accepting the position, 

Tom said, “North Shore 
Country Day is a wonderful 
community of students, 
parents, faculty, staff and 
alumni.

orth Shore science students attended the annual 
Science Olympiad regional competition on 
March 4th at Hinsdale South High School. Last 
year marked the middle school debut at the 
day-long competition that features 23 events 
requiring skills from all of the science disciplines, including 
chemistry, physics, biology, earth science, and astronomy This 
year Upper School students attended for the first time. 

The team of 19 Middle and 14 Upper School students began 
brainstorming, preparing, researching, constructing and testing 
projects beginning in October for each of the events, all of 
which require small group work. Coaches Lee Block and 
Vincent Vrotny were exceptionally proud of their students’ 
success, which yielded two first place medals, five 
second place medals, and five third place medals for 
Middle School students.

orth Shore has a host of traditions that are 
deeply meaningful to students and alumni 
alike, but perhaps one of the most meaningful 
is Morning Exercise, or Morning Ex. as it is 
more commonly and affectionately known. 


Morning Ex., which founding Headmaster Perry Dunlap Smith 
viewed as his class, his opportunity to educate the school 
community, was originally held five days a week. Today stu¬ 
dents attend Morning Ex. twice weekly, but the sense of com¬ 
munity, exposure to culture, and the new experiences leave as 
lasting an impression as they did in the earliest days. And now, 
as then, the experience is enhanced by the special relationship 
between kindergarten students and their senior buddies who sit 
together during these assemblies. 


Below are thoughts on Morning Ex. from two very different 
perspectives: an alumnus from the Class of 1940 and a member 
of the senior kindergarten Class of 2012. 



John S. Wilson ’40 


Alumnus John S. Wilson ’40 recalls: 

“To some people Morning Exercise means exercising in the 
morning on a more or less regular basis. Morning Ex., for a very 
small segment of the population who attended North Shore 
Country Day School in their formative years from kindergarten 
through twelfth grade meant a gathering for the whole of the 
school in the auditorium for about 45 minutes about 10:00 a.m., 
five days a week. 

The programs for Morning Ex. varied. The bulk of them seemed 
to feature members of the student body presenting a short play, 
talking about a summer project, discussing current events, or a 
student’s personal hobby or interest. One of our classmates was 
interested in weather forecasting, and he shared his interest 
with the rest of us at Morning Ex. A former student told of his 
fascinating experience in England. Sometimes we were rewarded 
with a motion picture film. The subject matter was not important, 
movies were a big deal in those days.

Morning Ex. was also a forum for announcements of special 
events occurring in the near future, how athletic teams had 
fared in their most recent battles with nearby schools and other 
miscellaneous subjects. This was a built-in forum providing 
experience in speaking and appearing in public. It was a good 
vehicle, and the powers that be made an effort to include as 
many students as possible, no matter how reluctant. 

Another part of the program, usually at the start, was the 
singing of a selected song. Some of these songs were related to 
the subject matter being presented. Other songs, in retrospect, 
must have been selected for their literary content. Since I still 
sing some of these songs, when I feel like it, this part of the 
program seems to have made the most enduring impression. 
One of these songs, “Jerusalem,” was a poem by Blake. Either it 
was scheduled often enough so that I learned the words, or the 
words themselves made such an impression on my mind that 
I never forgot them. Many years later, in the 1980s, we were 
visiting friends in England. The host kept talking about a film 
that he loved called ‘Chariots of Fire.’ Now I had not heard or 
seen Blake’s poem “Jerusalem” since college, but when our host 
kept referring to ‘Chariots of Fire,’ I finally asked him if the film 
had anything to do with Blake’s poem? “Oh, yes,” he responded 
and began to tell me at what stage “Jerusalem” was sung in the 
film. When we saw the film, I realized that there was more than 
one tune to which the poem was put, but I recognized the words. 

As I contemplated this experience, I realized what a solid back¬ 
ground was provided to us for appreciating good literature and 
music. Although 1 take a 20 to 40-minute brisk walk before 
breakfast, Morning Ex. has a far greater meaning as I recall the 
words of “Jerusalem” and “Swansea Town.”

Only five other coaches 
in the history of the State of Illinois have won more games than 
Coach Schneiter.

25,000 foot neighbor, Mount Pumori. 



No April Fool’s joke, the expedition is designed to give students 
from kindergarten through grade twelve a virtual climbing 
adventure through the experience of a team of Alpinists and 
educators, including North Shore’s own Summer Programs 
Director Cindy Hooper, who will make the trek over a six-week 
period beginning April 1st. With a goal of summiting Pumori, 
the real mission is to create an educational program that 
emphasizes experiential learning, builds problem-solving skills, 
enhances self-esteem and encourages a lifelong interest in learning. 

Through the use of satellite communication technology, the team 
sends daily reports via the Internet on a range of topics. They also 
pose a “cliffhanger of the day” problem-solving question based on 
their expedition to be addressed by students participating in 
the project. 




While several schools are participating in the project, Cesar 
Chavez Junior Academy, a Chicago Public School for students 
in grades 6-8, is perhaps the most deeply connected to the 
expedition. Located within on Chicago’s south side, Chavez 
has had no computers in the classrooms for student use up 
to this point. Thanks to a $125,000 donation in computer 
hardware and software from IBM, however, students at Chavez 
have a front row view of the adventure as their lesson plans 
will coordinate with the expedition. They also have daily 
opportunities to email the team, one of whom is especially 
dear to them, their own Chavez teacher Jane Curren. 

North Shore began working with some of the Chavez students 
on technology-related issues earlier in the year. Ninth grade 
students at North Shore hosted a group of Chavez students on 
Monday, January 31 spending time with technology coordinator 
Allan Stem who discussed the world wide web and computer 
technologies. Together the students navigated the web to gain 
experience with skills they will need to access information about 
the expedition, created a power point presentation with sample 
slides, and attended an assembly featuring technology-related 
projects happening in classrooms throughout North Shore 
Country Day. North Shore students also visited Chavez to 
work on projects together.

According to Don Worsham, Director of the project, “Connecting 
Classrooms to the World is a research-based program designed 
to create a global technological adventure network among 
diverse school communities. Emphasizing the development 
of the student through experiential learning, CCW uses the 
adventure and allure of high-altitude mountaineering to capture 
the student’s mind. The team of climbers and teachers then use 
satellite technology and the internet to bring the adventure 
directly into the classroom through interactive lesson plans in 
sciences, math, the arts, environmentalism, social science and 
service learning. It is our expressed purpose to expand the local 
“Chicagoland” classroom into a global learning forum with the 
use of technology.” 

Along with Cesar Chavez and North Shore Country Day School, 
more than 50 Chicago-area schools are coordinating lesson plans 
and interactive learning through the expedition. In addition, 
The Chicago Academy of Sciences, Peggy Notebaert Museum is 
disseminating daily information to more than 400 schools. 

Cindy’s role is to spearhead the curricular part of the expedition, 
and to keep students in touch with the climbers as they continue 
their ascent to Pumori’s summit.

J john B. “Bud” Mordock, Class of 1922 and North 
Shore Country Day’s second oldest alum, died on 
April 8, 2000 at home surrounded by his family A 
Memorial Service is planned for May 13, 2000. 

The Mordock family is one of North Shore’s founding 
families. Bud and his sister, Kay Mordock Adams ’21, have been 
active and loyal alumni, visiting North Shore often to speak 
with students and faculty. Bud’s long-standing interest in 
education and his generosity, not only to North Shore but also 
to those other institutions where he was a student - Andover 
and Cornell - are an example to us all. 

He was always looking for ways to take care of himself financially 
while benefitting the School at the same time. At a Campaign 
donor-appreciation dinner on April 14, John Darrow ’65 high¬ 
lighted Bud’s philanthropic nature by his use of planned giving 
for his benefit and the School’s. “In 1994, he established a 
pooled income fund because he thought we ought to have one. 
He allowed publicity about the gift only to help encourage 
others to follow.” 


Bud was a beloved, spirited 
man and always cheerful. His 
unique story-telling ways kept 
listeners entranced while 
learning about his family his¬ 
tory, the School’s history and 
life on the North Shore in the 
early part of the 20th century 
His life was indeed a full one, 
as an active business man, 
sailor and lover of many 
hobbies. Bud will be missed 
by all who knew him.
